No one cantell with any approach to cer-
tainty what  will its character or
its influence. Will the Amervicans of the fu-
ture descend chiefly from an English, au
Irish, ov n German parentage? Will the
negro survive and multiply. or will he have to
struggle, not only ageinst the Awsrican, but
aguinst a Chinese population ¥ Can the na-
five population hold its own, and is there any,
and what, truth in the allegations that have
been munde of ils stationary or even deslining
powers of reproduction in eomparison with
the incowing races 7 Will the national type
nl' tll(' (Iill'i‘l'l!l\t I.‘:Ull!-if“ﬂr'lliﬂ uf fht‘l ]li!lP'Illlti' in
he  preserved or Llended into one, and will
they gravitate towards differont centres or
interpenetrate ench other thronghont the
conntry ¢ To all these and many similar ues.
tions we can ulll)‘ answer, that nobody can
speak with any confidence, and that a very
large experience will be necessary before any
degree of certainly is renched.

Thus, for example, some curions vesnlts
baye been lutely stuted in vegurd to emigra-
jon. It is generally ssid that the New Ene-
land population, up to the time of the Docla-
hration of Independence, wore almost as e
a race as the inhabitants of the mother
eonntry.  Indeed Americans, who do not
often fail on the dide of moderation of state-
ment, occasionally declare that they not only
spoke better F 7lish, but were more genunineg
Englishmen., However this may have been,
the tables have boen strangely twmed,  Up to

(the time of the war the immigration was
reckoned at ahout 5,000,000, hall of which
came from the Dritish . islands—the great
najority of this half being Irishimen, and the
arger ln‘nlmrlion of the remainder from Ger-
wany. The immigrants, together with their
descendnnts, formed ab least a quarier of the
whole white population. The war only acted
s a very slight check mpon the inflnx
of foreigners, which has sinee continued
with unabated energy., There is, however, a
marked change in the character of the inumi-
gration. The year 1854 was the first in which
the German immigrants exceeded the Irish,
#nd they maintained their saperiority for
pome years, During the war the Germans
fell off snd the Irish inerensed: sinee that
time it seems that the German c¢lement has
sgain taken the lead. Last year, ascording
to the most recent statement we have seen,
the Germans Tormed about half, and the Irish
only a quarter of the whole; and, which is also
worth noticing, the grent majority came from
Protestant districts. The Scandinavian races
send a considerable contingent, and the Eng-
lish imwmigration has also increased. Any
pné who 18 acquainted accurately with al
the sftatistios, and acenrately appreci
ates the .political, economical and socia’
condition of the various European races
possesses the materials from which some esti
mate may be made of the probable future of
\ emigration, He will be able to say which of
the rival constituents of the American popu-
lation has the largest reserves to draw upon;
whether Irishmen are likely to transport
themselves, though not their island, some
hree thousand miles to the West; whether

it, from New FHngland, The infasion has
leavened the whole mass, and the descondants
of the Puritans have acted as the school
masters and  political tenchers of the rising
generation.  The enormons emigration of the
lnst twenty yemrs has, however, altered the
conditions, In such towns as New York and
Philadelphin there are hnge lnmps of a foreign
popniation which hag not s vet been
melted  down, Rural  districts ™ are  to
be found where the inhabitants are
exclusively  German or Bwadish or
Welsh.  In many of the Western towns the
CGrermun  travellor may walk down whole
streets, ond faney himself baock in Fathorland.
Is the nssimilating power of the native popit-
Lation sufficient to absorb these foreign ele-
ments without being materially altersd in the
process ¥ The better part of the German emi-
gration consists of a singularly tenacions and
plodding race, who take a very firm root in
the land. Is it not possible that they may
aot upon the more vivacious and volatile Yan-
kee ut least as foreibly as he acts npon them ?
To add a strong infusion of the Teutonic ele-
ment would remind one of pouring beer into
n gin cocktail. "The result of such an experi-
ment i85 being tried on s lnrge scale;
and to all appearance it is likely to
Le continued for some time to come,
When the emigrants were seattered
widely over a large surface, they would easily
conform to the manners and c¢astoms of the
natives. Now that they form large isolated
misses, it is searcely possible that they should
not produce a more marked inflnence. At the
same time, the lxlllﬂl}ulihll of the BStates is
now so lnvge, and hps assumed g0 marked s
character, that & much greater immigration

than formerly would be reguired to produce
an aqual effect. The inflowing stream bears
& constently ddereasing proportion to the re-
servolr into which it is poured. Some of the
lnrge towns are to a great extent swamped by
the Irish population;: bui the predominant

clement of the nation is as nnmistakably as
ever the native American.

Another curious influence of the emigra-
tion is upon the religions of the conntry.
The city government of New York is so ex-
clusively upder Irish and Roman Catholie
control that it gives away land to Roman
Catholic churches, and favors the attempts of
the priests to interfere with the system of
education. It has even been asserted, with
some appearance of truth, that the next great
diffienlty ahead will be a religious quarrel;
and that the parties, instead of being free-
trade and protectionist, or divided by their
views of slavery, will be distinguished by
their sympathies with different religious sects.
The separation of Church and State has
hitherto prevented any such disputes from
affecting polities; but it does not follow that
snuch antagonistic elements will not contrive

to find some battle-ground for their natural
animosities, The recent change in the char-
acter of the emigration, if it continues, wonld
deprive the Roman Catholie® of the prinei-
pal source from which they have hitherto
drawn  fresh reeruits, and would tend
to postpone the anticipated difli-
culty. Germans, for the most part,
tuke such atters pretty easily; and it
is snid that there arve®whole districts in the
West, inhabited by Germans, where the
populdtion is respectable, quiet, and well
educated, but which have simply no churches
or clergy of any description whatever, To
pronounce any distinet opinion upon the
probable religions future of the United
States would be to claim the gift of pro-
pheey: but any one would write a singnlarly
interesting book who should do what M.
Hepworth Dixon failed to do, and, instead of
giving us the eceentricities of a few isolated
communities;, give us some real information
as to the growth and relative influence of the
great religious bodies amongst which America
15 lli\'itlcc?.

The influence of emigration upon fhese
and other gquestions opens many curions sub-
jects of speculation, at which we cannot even
hint. Meanwhile it may serve to remind us
how many important changes are going on, s
it were, snrreptitionsly, to which our atfen-
tion is seldom called, nnd whose real inflonence
it is almost impessible to nnravel. We hear
a great deal about the ups and downs of party
stinggles, and the rival merits of successive
Presidents; but the silent action of the great
movements of the population may be pro-
dueing changes in comparison with which the
temporary ascendaney of Republicans or
Demoerats 15 a matter of litfle importance,
Tomention enly one other elrenmstanee, there
is muuch to be said of the possible influence of
the new Pacifte Railway. The Chinese, it is
anid, are so frugal and hardworking as to cat
out pll rival populations. Chinn eontains, as
fignres whose signifi-
canoe we seldom realize, a thivd of the popn-
Intion of the globe, Tt is now brought close
to the greatest field for labor in the world.

Who cun say what the consequences may ba ?
